Charges of Jobbing at San 


Leanttro May Clause 


Trouble* 


SAX 
LEAN-PRO, 
April 2.—The 


promise of trouble cominir out of the 
recent allegations of jobbery in local 
political circles is imminent. 
The two 


factions have crossed sword-s in earn- 
est, and something- will no doubt soon 
happen, which will score 
points 
one 


way or the other. One faction has ac- 
cused the other of jobbing- the official 
proclamation calling for the 
coming 


election, while the other side, in turn, 
stoutly denies any attempt, at fixing 
things and say they will prove that tha 
original proclamation was correct in 
every legal sense. The claim 
of the 


Quinn-Rawson faction is that the or- 
iginal proclamation does not designate 
that there are to be voted for two full 
terms on the Board of Town Trustees 
and one unexpired term. In answer to 
that point, the Frank-Hopper faction 
declares that, where the proclamation 
states that the officers will be elected 
according to the genera! law, that the 
point is covered. 


Last Saturday night, upon the call of 


the Town Clerk and president of the 
Board of Trustees, a special meeting 
was held for 
the purpose of investi- 


gating whether or not the proclama- 
tion was correct. It was decided that 
the order of the same did not cover 
the requirements of the law, and Judge 
Rawson was instructed to make 
the 


necessary -changes. 
In the place o£ 


saying "three trustees," the clause was 
changed to read "two trustees to serve 
full terms and one to fill an unexpired 
term are to. be elected." 
This 
they 


claimed covered the question and an 
extra edition of the "Standard," 
the 


town official paper, was issued 
last 


night, containing the corrected procla- 
mation. 


When interviewed yesterday, Town 


Attorney J. N. Frank, who drew up tha 
original proclamation, made the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"I was not aware, when drawing up 


that proclamation, that I had made an 
error, and, should any one accuse me 
of having made such a mistake with 
the intention 
of jobbery 
he will be 


made to prove it. 
I do not propose 


that such a slur 
be cast upon 
my 


name. 
There is. I know, a provision 


that in some cases, such as the Gov- 
ernor's proclamation, that ea.ch term 
of office must be designated, but in 
the case of a. town, and where 
the 


proclamation states that the election 
is subject 
to the general 
law, which 


provides for the terms as stated, the 
question is sufficiently coverd. Fur- 
thermore, these people claim to have 
been 
following the 
proclamation 
in 


drawing up their candidates' petitions. 
That is entirely wrong, as all the peti- 
tions had been out for signaturi-s a 
week 
before 
the 
proclamation 
was 


printed. 
Had they been wise and ar- 


ranged to dispose of the short term as 
was provided for in Mr. Hopper's peti- 
tion, the matter no doubt would never 
have been heard from. 
As it is, tha 


original proclamation was 
not with- 


drawn when the new one was issued, 
consequently there are now two proc- 
lamations before the citizens of Wan 
Leandro." 


'Judge RawKon, who is on the othei 


side, said: "We lirst discovered the er- 
ror in the proclamation when the copy 
for the-ballots was t,.kon from the print-
